from

woods. And. of course, it is actually b ru tal 
to do so. even conceding that the action 
may be inspired by the best of intentions 
T he best atten tio n th at a little deer can 
have is the atten tio n he gets from his m o th ­ 
er. 
All too freq u en tly a faw n snatched from 
the woods and raised in captivity is r e tu r n ­ 
' d to the woods afte r the anim al has g row n 
to adulthood. Such a d eer— and p a rtic u la r­ 
ly a buck d eer— is given a quick death sen ­ 
ti nee upon his re tu rn to the woods. He is 
incapable ol earin g for him self and, being 
friendly to hu m an s, it is a cinch he will 
be shot d u rin g the d eer hunting season, hi 
all probability, he will be picked off by a 
poacher long before the 
hunting 
season 
opens. 
Most U p per P eninsula residents recog­ 
nize this situation and will not pick up a 
fawn in th e woods. U nfo rtun ately , there 
are people w ho do so, 
w ith 
or 
w ithout 
know ledge th at it is illegal. It is a form of 
bru tality that is no less vicious because 
it m ay spring from good intentions.

The fear of polio otten becomes set great 
that parent often m istakenly lee! that any 
illness in a child is likely to be that dread 
disease. A lthough they are usually w rong, 
one should be alert to 
the 
dang er 
and 
should not be ignore any .suspicious sy m p ­ 
toms. 
The first sym ptom s of polio may be like 
those of o th er infections. Consequently it 
is doubly necessary to m ake 'U ie that polio 
is riot the cause. 
The beginning signs of polio .ac 
likely 
to last for a few hours or for three or foul 
days. A low sever is common. The victim 
may com plain of feeling dizzy, slight m u s­ 
cular tw itchings are com m on and the child 
m ay seem u nu sually 
irritable. 
A 
slight 
stiffness ut the neck is particular s i g n i f i ­ 
cant. 
However, parents should be careful not 
to call too much atten tio n to the possibili­ 
ty of stiffness of the neck 
because 
this 
might cause a suggestible child 
to 
co m ­ 
plain of som ething

not 
really 
there.

As tune goes on, stiffness becomes w orse 
hi the neck and an th e back

likely to be soie and tender. The muscle

sym ptom s of polio w ithout ever develop­ 
ing paralysis. 
Probably som e of these ate eau cd by

The percentage 
of the potential voters who actual- 
fv balloted in 1952 in Michigan was 
ff>.6. which ranks it number 31 in 
the nation. Utah had the largest

The number of registered vot­ 
ers in Michigan, in 1952 was about 
3.000.000 and 93.3 per cent went to 
the polls to vote in the November 
election 
Michigan ranked second

loted on Nov. 4 1952. Colorado had 
the largest percentage turnout of 
registered voters. Mississippi the 
smallest.

To Curb Crops 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
WASHINGTON W — Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson, an avowed 
foe of government controls, today 
faced the prospect of having to 
apply restrictions on more crops 
in a single year than any of his 
predecessors. 
An official crop report yesterday 
put the wheat supply at a surplus 
level which—unless there is an un­ 
foreseen major development —will 
require 
Benson 
to 
invoke 
rigid 
marketing quotas on the 1954 crop. 
Growers already have approved 
1954 controls for the major types 
of tobacco and for peanuts. Benson 
announced this week he will im­ 
pose marketing controls of this 
year’s 
production 
of 
sugar 
in 
Puerto Rico and in the domestic 
cane sugar area. 
Has Little Choice 
Reports on cotton planting indi­ 
cate production of this crop may 
put supplies in a surplus class also 
requiring controls on next year’s 
production. 
Returning from a recent farm 
conference in the Midwest. Under­ 
secretary of Agriculture True D. 
Morse said it appeared that the 
corn acreage would be larger this 
year than last. Thus, it would be 
possible for the corn supply to 
reach a surplus mark also requir 
ing quotas next year. 
During The campaign last year, 
President Eisenhower pledged a 
minimum of agricultural controls. 
Benson, 
in 
speeches 
and state­ 
ments, has said farmers want a 
federal farm program that would 
free them from government dom­ 
ination. 
The secretary has little choice 
in using measures to cut down on 
production of major crops in ex­ 
cess supply. Farm laws require 
use of acreage planting allotments 
and marketing quotas when sup­ 
plies of major crops reach speci­ 
fied levels. 
Wheat Is Problem 
Benson has pledged faithful ad­ 
ministration of these laws. Never­ 
theless. fie has said that he will 
seek better programs. 
Benson has until July I to an­ 
nounce a decision on wheat con­ 
trols, and he probably will wait 
until that time. Something could 
happen—although the chances are 
remote—to change the situation. 
Yesterday’s Agriculture Depart­ 
ment report forecast this year’s 
wheat crop at 1.132,500,000 bushels. 
This is at least 232Mr million bush­ 
els above the level which might 
permit an 
escape 
from 
quotas. 
With a reserve of 575 million bush­ 
els from previous crops, the nation 
has a prospective record wheat 
supply of more than 1,700.000.000 
bushel*. Americans use only about 
750 million bushels a year, not in­ 
cluding exports which have dipped 
from a peak of about 500 million 
bushels after World War II to 300 
million.
